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Let’s Give ’Em the Razz 


ICHIGAN’S jocular attitude 

toward the 3 per cent sales 
tax has caused a degree of 
chagrin in governmental circles 
and has called forth an editorial 
in the Detroit News demanding 
that the jokesters desist. In this 
fair state the shopkeepers have 
adopted a policy of quoting a 
price for their wares and then 
adding: “Three cents for the 
governor, please,” or, “Three 
cents for Mr. Comstock;” ete. It 
is to these little phrases that the 
Detroit News takes exception. 


It would seem that a similar 
treatment of gasoline taxes, in 
states where the laws permit the 
vendors to quote the tax separ- 
ately, would bring home to the 
buyer the extent to which gaso- 
line taxes have increased during 
the years. Sales taxes, unques- 
tionably, are fair taxes as they 
place an equal burden of taxation 
upon the individual in relation to 
the amount of his purchases. On 
the other hand, sales taxes are 
bad taxes when they are hidden 
within the purchase price in such 
manner that the buyer is un- 
conscious of the amount of tax 
he is paying. 

When this latter development 
occurs the buyer pays his fee 
without questioning the amount 
of tax and as a result a greedy 
legislature can add taxes far be- 
yond a fair return to the state 
for the service rendered for the 
tax paid. 


In the case of gasoline taxes 
none will argue that the original 
plan was unfair. The Oregon 
system, which was the original 
gasoline tax plan, was hailed by 
the country as a fair measure 
which placed a tax upon the high- 
way user in accordance with the 
amount of use he made of the 
highways. Under this plan the 
gasoline tax was to be used solely 


for highway purposes and the 
annual license fees were to be 
nominal charges to defray the 


cost of making plates. 

Certainly this is a fair law from 
the highway users’ standpoint 
but in many states the law has 
been sadly distorted so that now 
much of the money collected in 
gasoline taxes is diverted to pay 
government expenses aside from 


highway construction gasoline 
taxes have been increased to a 
burdensome point and registra- 
tion fees are continued at a 
figure far in excess of common 
sense. 


We cannot help but feel that if 
all vendors of gasoline were to 
adopt the same attitude toward 
gasoline taxes that the Michigan 
shopkeepers have adopted toward 
the 3 per cent sales tax the 
true standing of taxation in rela- 
tion to the cost of gasoline could 
be brought home to the users 
with such force that they would 
move to have the tax lowered. 
No branch of this industry will 
refuse or fuss at paying its fair 
share of taxes needed to support 








L m our government and 
agencies. But any industry 
which has done as much as the 
automotive industry to return 
prosperity to our country cer- 
tainly should not be called upon 
to pay an unfair share of taxes. 
Let’s give ’em the razz!

Dodge Dealers 
Push Deliveries 


To 1934 Record 


Detroit, Feb. 13.— That the 
weekly reports of Dodge dealers’ 
retail deliveries are set for still 
higher 1934 records is_ fore- 
shadowed by the tabulation given 
out by A. vanDerZee, general 
sales manager of Dodge Brothers 
Corp. The report details the or- 
ganization’s activities for the 
week ending Feb. 3. 

During the six-day period cov- 
ered by the statement, Dodge 
dealers delivered 2,282 passenger 
cars and 650 trucks, or a total of 
2,932 vehicles. This’ delivery 
volume marks an increase over 
that of the preceding week of 
40.8 per cent in passenger car 
deliveries, and of 18.2 per cent in 
commercial car and truck deliv- 
eries. Compared to the corre- 
sponding period of 1933, the week 
shows a rise in passenger car and 
truck deliveries of 84.4 per cent. 

Deliveries made by Dodge deal- 
ers in the first month of 1934 
totaled 10,390 cars and trucks, or 
40.8 per cent more than in the 
same month of 1933. 


Minnesota Auto Show 
Doubles ’?33 Attendance 


St. Paul, Feb. 13—The most 
successful automobile show ever 
held in St. Paul closed Saturday 
night. 

Attendance records were broken 
daily. Figures available just now 
show that the Thursday figure of 
5,127 was nearly twice that of the 
same date of last year. Friday’s 
figures showed that for the first 
six days of the show the attend- 
ance was 27,720 or nearly 3,000 
more than the 24,808 for the en- 
tire show last year. 

One of the outstanding features 
of the big attendance this year, 
show officials pointed out, was 
the large number of visitors from 
outside of St. Paul, estimated at 
25 per cent of the total.

bile driver when he is required to 
stop his car in an emergency.

Trucking Code 
Wins Approval 
Of President

authorities. Through them the 
measure will be administered and 
enforced in compliance with rules 
yet to be laid down. It also pro- 
vides for the registration of every 
member of the industry together 
with the number and type of 
vehicles operated by him. Regis- 
tration must be made within 30 
days of the code’s going into 
effect. 

Among the trade practice rules 
embodied in the measure, is a 
provision prohibiting the payment 
of a secret rebate, commission, 
credit or excess allowance, 
whether in the form of money or 
otherwise for the purpose of in- 
fluencing a shipment. Members 
are also forbidden to extend 
secretly to any shipper special 
services or privileges not extended 
to all shippers under like terms 
and conditions. 

Attempts on the part of a mem- 
ber to induce the breach of an 
existing contract between a com- 
petitor and his employe or cus- 
tomer are likewise tabooed and 
misrepresentation through adver- 
tising in any form is another 
forbidden practice. 

Labor differences will be 
handled by a National Industrial 
Relations Board consisting of 
three representatives of the truck 
operators and three representa- 
tives of the employes. This board 
will have the power to deal with 
alleged violations of the labor 
provisions of the code and dis- 
putes between employers and 
employes. 

The provisions of the code be- 
come effective 15 days after the 
date of its approval by the 
President. 








Sealed Power Payroll 


Reaches Three Year High 


Muskegon, Feb. 13. — Sealed 
Power Corp. is operating nearer 
capacity than at any time during 
the past three years, according 
to company officials. The payroll 
has been increased from 585 to 625 
during the past two weeks.

December. These new cars de- 
livered in December of course did 
not show up in the registrations 
until January of the following 
year. 

While the figures so far re- 
ceived are too scattered to make 
a definite estimate of new car 
registrations it would seem safe 
to say that on the present basis 
an estimate of between 55,000 and 
60,000 units would not fall far 
from the mark, for January. This 
would compare with a total of 
79,821 in January a year ago. 

Of course, during January, 
wholesale orders from _ dealers 
have come to factories in unusu- 
ally heavy volume which would 
indicate that the registrations for 
February and March should show 
a marked upward swing. Many 
of the plants got into production 
only within the past few weeks 
and deliveries made by their deal- 
ers will not appear before March 
figures are compiled. 

In any case the decline in Jan- 
uary registrations should not be 
construed as a let down in sales 
but rather as a delay in making 
deliveries.
